by midnight of that date 
Inquiries reaching 
the 
Com 
missioner 
of Internal 
Revenue 
indicate a belief that taxpayers 
have ten days grace on this in 
stallment 
Such a provision was 
contained in the 1917 Revenue 
Act 
but was 
removed 
by 
the 
Revenue Act of 1918 
Payment of the fourth install ¬ 
ment may be made in cash or by 
money 
order 
or 
check 
The 
Bureau 
of 
Internal 
Revenue 
urges 
that 
whenever 
possible 
payment be made 
by check 
or 
money order 
This method helps 
the taxpayer 
by saving 
him a 
trip to the collectors 
office and 
avoids congestion at the cashiers 
window 
Check or money order 
should be made payable to 
Col- 
lector

Despite the terrible conditions 
in Armenia and the recent Turk ¬ 
ish massacres six new American 
workers of the Near East Relief 
sailed last week on the 
Panonia 
for Constantinople 
A single day 
brought news 
of the 
reported 
killing of Capt Emmet Kilpat 
rick and two nurses all three of 
the 
American 
Red 
Cross 
and 
also of the capture of Col J P 
Coombs 
director of the 
Near 
East work in Anatolia 
Col 
Coombs first lieutenant 
dismayed 
by the news 
of 
his 
chiefs capture 
by the Turkish 
insurgent leader sent an alarm ¬ 
ist cablegram to New York 
ad ¬ 
vising that no more 
American 
lives be risked by the sending of 
more relief workers 
On the spur of the minute it 
was announced 
that the sailing 
of the sailing of the six relief 
workers would be cancelled 
but 
it was finally decided that in the 
crisis 
which virtually threatens 
the Armenian 
nation 
wiCh 
ex- 
tinction 


¬ 
it would not do to abate 
humanitarian efforts 
The organization will prbably 
lose some of its stations but the 
workers would always fall 
back 
on 
Constantinople 
where 
the 
refugees inevitably flock 
So 
much to the joy of the six 
workers they were Dermitted to 
sail 
Four are women 
One of 
the men was Dr Russell Uhls a 
Kansas specialist in eye diseases 
who will help to fijrht the 
eDi-- 
demic of trachoma Which is fill ¬ 
ing the 
hospitals 
of the Near 
East Relief and causing many 
cases of blindness 
The need at this time in Ar¬ 
menia is really a desperate one 
said C F Willis 
State director 
of the Near East Relief in Ari- 
zona

C J Carter aged 19 years is 
dead and Bill Slaughter 
aged 41 
years 
is in jail on a charge of 
murder 
The resultof a drunken 
man 
attempting 
to assault 
an 
older man 
who was defended 
by the boy who is now dead 
Monday night 
about 1115 a 
man named 
Abe 
Reed 
arriyed 
here and hurried to Dr Schencks 
home and informed him that a 
boy had 
been shot at the home 
of Bill Slaughter 
on the latters 
ranch 
near the head of Good ¬ 
wins 
wash 
about 
15 
miles 
southwest of Ft 
Thomas 
and 
that his services were needed 
Dr 
Schenck 
immediately 
pre ¬ 
pared to leave for the ranch and 
left for the scene of the shootintr 
shortly after Reed arrived at his 
house 
Dr Schenck was accom 
panied by Stan Crandall 
bhenff Skaggs got next to the 
news of the tragedv and hunted 
up Reed 
who told the sheriff the 
story of the shooting 
Bill 
Slaughter 
an 
old 
man 
named Reagan 
about 70 years 
old Abe Reed and the boy 
C J 
Carter were at Slaughters home 
on 
the 
ranch 
Slaughter 
and 
Reagan were evidently under the 
influence of liquor 
Reagan had 
in someway aroused 
the ire Of 
Slaughter 
who grabbed him to 
give him a beating 
when young 
Carter 
interfered 
and 
pulled 
Slaughter off the older man 
Slaughter turned on Carter and 
in his rage 
said he would 
kill 
him 
He grabbed 
his-- rifle 
- a 
30 30 and fired at the boy about 
two feet away 
Carter fell to 
the floor mortally wounded 
The 
tragedy occurred about 700 pm 
Monday evening 
Reed jumped on his horse and 
raced 
for Geronimo 
where he 
caught 
the Apache 
and 
came 
here to get Dr Schenck 
Sheriff Skaggs 
accompanied 
by Deputy Sheriff Tom Alger 
Jack Campbell and Reed started 
immediately 
in the sheriffs auto 
for the Slaughter ranch 
catch- 
ing 


¬ 
up with Dr Schenck several 
miles east of the ranch 
which 
they reached about 215 oclock 
Tuesday morning 
Dr 
Schenck 
attended 
the 
wounded boy and found that the 
bullet 
had 
entered 
under 
the 
heart and passing through the 
body had cut the left kidney 
He dressed the wound prepara ¬ 
tory to bringing Carter here 
--In the meanwhile 
before 
en- 
tering 


¬ 
the house Sheriff Skaggs 
and his deputies went in search 
of Slaughter and found him and 
his son about four miles north of 
the house 
and placed him under 
arrest 
Returning to 
the 
house 
the 
Sheriff and his officers got Reed 
and Reagan and the party started 
for batiord arriving here about 
630 oclock 
Tuesday morning 
ana piacea me men in jail 
Dr Schenck arrived here about 
700 
oclock 
with the wounded 
man and took him to Miss Mains 
Sanitarium 
Later in the day Sheriff Skaggs 
and his chief deputy J H Beal 
went to Slaughters ranch and 
found a barrel of corn mash and 
part of a worm 
but were unable 
to find the rest of the still 
When Sheriff Skaggs arrested 
Slaughter 
he picked 
up a quart 
bottle half full of whiskey 
Slaughter 
had evidently been 
drinking and spoke of the shoot ¬ 
ing as an accident 
Young Carter died Wednesday 
morning about 800 oclock 
The 
remains 
were 
removed 
to the 
OBryan 
Rawson 
undertaking 
parlors and prepared for burial 


A coronens inquest was 
held 
Wednesday 
afternoon 
at 
400 
oclock by Justice Paxton 
which 
resulted in the jury returning a 
verdict that C J Carter died as 
the result of a gunshot 
wound
